Citizens oppose 
DNR restructuring 


In a presentation before the state 
Natural Resources Commission on 
February 10, DNR Director Roland 
Harmes unveiled a five-page plan to 
restructure the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, Speaking before 
4 group of several hundred concerned 
citizens, Harmes proposed that the 
DNR convert from its current region/ 
district structure toa “zoned” structure 
consisting of twelve zones covering 
the entire state. This proposal differed 
from an earlicr ten-zone structure that 
had previously been in the works. 

Local citizens were outraged with 


the ten-zone structure because it 
proposed the elimination of the current 
Region If headquarters office in 
Roscommon, Harmes’ latest proposal 
includes the Roscommon office as the 
headquarters for zone six. 

Under ihe new plan, only zone 
headquarters offices would remain 
open to the public for the dissemination 
of information and permits. Other 
offices within cach zone would become 
DNR cmployee field stations, In 
Grayling that means that thenew DNR 
office located at the corner of I-75 and

“In 1992 
and ’93 ali parcels of state-owned land 
in Grayling Township had a total 
assessment increase of $30,200, my 
own home went up $27,000. For the 
DNR to say that they paid Ad Valorem 


{at valuc) taxes is not true.” 

State Senator McManus responded 
to the general discussion, “I concur 
with you, this is a problem that other 
countics must be facing too, but you're 
asking the state to reverse a trend. 
That kind of a policy change has to be 
done for the entire state.” 

State Representative Allen Lowe 
pointed out that, “If state and federal 
ownership were reduced to 50% in 
Crawford County that would mean 
28,600 acres of land could go back to 
the people.” 

After lengthy discussions it was 
agreed that a 50% cap on state and 
federal lands per county, statewide, 
would be a reasonable request to 
pursue. Sen, McManus recommended 
that before another meeting, officials 
should contact other counties that share 
the same problem and that a specific 
list of properties should be developed.

AFTER SEVERAL 
ATTEMPTS, the family leave plan 
is now about to slide into effect. 

That's one of the advantages of 
having a President and a congress 

| from the same party. When the 
President proposes, the congress is 
more likely to dispose. 

Practically the same family leave 
bill has been passed by congress a 

| couple times before, but always it 
has fallen to the veto pen of George 
¥ Bush when he was president. 

This time, however, President Bill 

| Clinton was waiting with ready pen 
to approve the measure. It is slated 
to go into effect after six months. 

Much of the opposition to the 

| family leave bill comes from smaller 
employers. The new law will fall 

f upon employers of 50 or more, 
requiring up to 12 weeks of unpaid 
leave for births, adoptions, family 

| emergencies, and the like. The birth 

} leave applies to both men and 
women. The employer must 

} maintain health insurance, seniority, 
and other job benefits during the 
leave. 

The employce is guaranteed the 
same job after return. Some smaller 

| employers argue that itis too greata 

} burden on them to be forced to back 

| and fitl — or hire a new temporary 
substitute — until the employee’s 
leave is finished. 

| To those who oppose the bill, 

| having a President and acongress of 
the same party is not all that great. 

| To them, unanimity on an idea such 

| as the family leave program is a big 
disadvantage.

FOR MOST BIG employers, 
the new law probably doesn’t make 
that much difference. 

A rundown of big Michigan 
employers, appearing in the Detroit 

| Free Press, indicated most already 
| have some sort of leave program in 
| place. 

The programs vary in detail, but 
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all of those cited have some sort of 
childbirth leave program at full pay; 
only a few have a stated program for 
leave for family emergencies or for 
adoption purposes. There also is a 
variety of unpaid leave policies. 
Firms cited by The Free Press were 
General Motors, Ford, Chrysler, 
Comerica Bank, NBD Bank, Detroit 
Edison, Kmart, and Steelcase Corp. 
For these firms, and other with large 
work forces and some sort of leave 
policy already in effect, the new law 
shouldbe rather casy toaccommodate. 
But for smaller firms, with 50 or so 
workers, it could be a little tougher.

THIS IS NOTHING new in 
many places, of course. Most 


industrialized countries already have 
family Jeave laws, according to the 
program’s backers. So do 11 states. 

With the law’s exemption for 
businesses with fewer than 50 
employees, an estimated 95 percentof 
the nation’s employers will not be 
affected. 

In most cases where leaves already 
are approved, the absent worker’s 
duties are simply absorbed by co- 
workers, and no new people are hired, 
according to backers. One study 
indicated that the deal actually can 
save money for employers; the Actna 
insurance company reportedly saves 
$2 million a year in “reduced turnover 
costs,” 

Robert Reich, the new secretary of 
labor, carried the administration’s ball 
through the congress on family leave. 
He reportedly called the bill “the first 
of many administration steps to prepare 
America to meet global economic 
challenges.” 

That’s stretching the point a bit. 
How does family leave help America 
to mect worldwide competition? Mr. 
Reich apparently thinks it does.

The big criticism of the new law is 
that it is not fully paid. How many 
employees can afford to take off 12 | 
weeks even if it is a genuine 
emergency? Not many. 

The obvious answer is to require 
employers to pay. 

But there’s another, even more 
basic question involved in thiswhole | 
matter, 

Should government set standards 
of employment more properly left 
tothe employer and the employce to 
iron out —— either through personal | 
negotiations or through collective | 
bargaining? ! 

Family leave is nota matterof life 
or death. It’s not involved with 
health or safety. At its core, it’s 
simply a very nice fringe benefit. 

Governmentcertainly has a proper 
role in many areas of employment 
standards. | 

Government properly should 
assure that employees are not 
required to work in unsafe conditions 
— although some of the OSHA | 
regulations may stretch the limit a 
bit. 

Certainly government should | 
prohibitunconscionable exploitation 
of child labor, and require that 
certain minimum standards must be 
met. | 
There may be other areas of proper 
government concemi, too. 

But provisions of the family leave 
bill — regardless of how laudable 
the intentions may seem —- may 
stretch the boundaries of fair and 
proper government activity.

THE KIRTLAND’S 
WARBLER 
This bird, which has been on 

the endangered species list since 
the 1970s, will not nest unless it 
has a stand of jack pincs trees at 
least cight years old but no older 
| than about 20 years, 
« *For one pair of Kirtland’s 


watblers to breed, the stand of jack 
pines must cover 30 to 40 acres. 

The tiny bird makes a long flight to 
the Bahamas every winter and returns 
in the spring. 

«The warbler’ s numbers reached their 
peak between 1890 and 1910, when 
uncontrolled forest fires and logging 
increased the range of the jack pine, a 
second growth species. 

*More sophisticated forest-fire 
management practices, which made for 
minimum old-growth loss and scant 
opportunity for second-growth jack 
pine, resulted in a drastic decline in 
nesting habitat. By 1974, the Kirtland’s 
warbler population had dropped to 167. 

«The federal government appointed 
aKirtland’s warbler Recovery Team in 

1975 to institute a recovery plan that 
included carefully manayed forest fires 
to prepare ideal habitats. The warbler 
population has remained steady —— and 
increased slightly —- in the past two 
decadcs. 

«Some scientists think the Kirtland’s 
warbler habitat is a place that could 
provide the first or carliest warnings 
that there are biological cffects from 
global warning. 

*The birds’ nesting grounds are off 
limits, but people can take free guided 
tours, offered by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, between May and 
July. (Call 517-337-6650 for 
information.) 

THE AUSABLE REVER 

*The AuSable River originally was 
fished for g r graying, the fish that gave 


the town its name. 

*When the loggers stripped the 
area’s forests, between 1860 and 1890, 
silt from the bare ground poured into 
the river, ruining the grayling’s habitat 
and the fishing. By the turn of the 
century, the grayling were gone. 

eGerman brown, brook and rainbow 
trout were planted to replace the 
grayling, and second-growth foresis 
covered the areas left bare by logging. 
By the 1920s, the AuSable’s reputation 
as a river for fishermen had been 
restored, 

«David Shoppenagons, aChippewa 
who moved to Grayling in 1876, spent 
his long life guiding fishermen on the 
AuSable. 

*Trout Unlimited, a national 
conservation organization, was 
founded in Grayling. 

“Today, the second-growth forest 
is 4 mature onc of pines, birches and 
cedars. A healthy trout population 
thrives in the spring-fed waters of the 
the AuSabic. 

*Fishing guides — some of them 
descendents of the original guides —- 
are still hired to take fishermen down 
the river in their unique AuSable 
rivcrboats, long, narrow crafts 
designed specifically for these waters 
in the carly 1900s, 

‘Either by boat or by wading, good 
fishing can be found on the 
Mainstream or on the North, South 
and East Branches of the AuSable. 

*The best spots to fish depend on 
the temperature, Mayfly hatches and 


water level, An area hotline (517- 
348-7108) provides callers with the 
current conditions, 

Certain sections of the AuSable 
are designated as fly fishing only 
waters. Some stretches are strictly 
catch-and-release, One such stretch 
iscalled the “Holy Waters,” given its 
name supposedly because of the 
holier-than-thou attitude of people 
who used to live along it and tried 
once to fence it off. 

*There are four canoe liveries in 
Grayling and others located 
downstream. There are also access 
sites where canoeists can put in and 
take out their own canoes. 

The current is three to five miles 
per hour and the water is seldom 
over five fectin depth. Wild animals 
that might be sighted on a canoe trip 
include deer, wild turkeys, ducks 
and great blue herons. 

‘Some say that the most scenic 
Stretch to canoc is downstream from 
Grayling, between Burton's Landing 
and Wakeley Bridge. 

HARTWICK PINES 

The park —— which encompasses 
9,672 acres and is the largest state 
park inthe Lower Peninsula--- shows 
what the land was like as long ago as 

13 million years and also the effect 
that logging had on it. 

«Karen Hartwick bought the land 
---whichcontains Michigan’s largest 
tract, of virgin white pincs and 
Norway pines — and donated it to 
the state in memory of her late 


husband, Major Edward E. Hartwick, 
alumberman who was killed in World 
War I. 


*The tract of trees originally covered 
85 acres, Buton November 11, 1941, 
hurricane-force winds took out about 
37 acres of trees. However, 49 acres 
of pines were spared and most stil! 
stand today. 

*Hartwick Pines represents, in 
microcosm, the decline of the 
country’s virgin forests, By the 1860s, 
the castern forests had been largely 
depleted and the lumber industry 
looked to Michigan to supply its needs. 
By 1869, the state had become the 
largest lumber producer inthe country, 
and it maintained that distinction until 
the turn of the century, 

‘The park’s rolling hills, which 
overlook the valley of the AuSabte’s 
East Branch and four small lakes, 
were formed by glaciers in ancient 
times, 

*The forestis home to much wildlife, 
including black bears, wild turkeys, 
deer, grouse anda few elk that wander 
away from their Pigeon River country 
herd. 

The park has six miles of trails that 
wander through the pines and across 
the East Branch of the AuSable, In 
ihe summer, people can hike the trails, 
In the winter, there are both groomed 
and ungroomed trails for cross- 
country skicrs, 

“The four lakes can be fished for 
panfish and both Bright and Glory 
Lakes have been stocked with trout, 
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THE MASON TRACT 

‘The 1l-mile Mason Tract 
Pathway takes cross-country skiers 
along groomed trails on the South 
Branch of the AuSable River, an 
area full of magnificent views. 

*The tract has two shorter loops of 
two and cight miles for skiers not 
ready to tackle the main one. 

“Skiers havea goodchancetocatch 
sight of wild animals, including 
bobcats, coyotes, deer and otters. 

*Five miles along the trai! and 
across the river is the lovely Mason 
Chapel, built by George Mason, a 
wealthy indusirialist who once 
owned the property. Accessible by 
road during most of the year, it can 
be approached during the winter only 
by water, 

Edwards’ articles include sections 
on the Crawford County Historical 
Museum, Hanson Hills, the Fish 
Hatchery, the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, Lake Margrethe and the 
Manistee River. 

Copies of that issue of Traverse, 
the Magazine can still be acquired at 
the Chamber of Commerce/Visitors' 
Council office.

The study of the plants and animals 
at Camp Grayling is a result of a 
program by the Michigan Department 
of Military Affairs (MDMA) called 
Integrated Training Arca Management 
(ITAM). According to John Hunt, 


Camp Grayling Environmental 
Manager, it will hetp to determine the 
land’s ability to support training with 
the least impact on natural resources. 

Hunt said, “Imptementation of the

conclusions of the program wiil better 
distribute training loads on the land 
and reduce the need for expensive 
land restoration.” He also noted that it 
will serve as a basis of policy for use/ 
non-use decisions for parcels of land. 

The natural resources inventory isa 
joint cffort by the MDMA, Nature 
Conservancy and the Department of 
Natural Resources Heritage program. 
It began in April of 1992 and thus far 
has located and identified 13 other 
species of plants or animals that are 
listed on the state endangered, 
threatened or special concem list. Hunt 
pointed out that already on the list 
were the Bald Eagle and the Kirtland’s 
Warbler in addition to the goldenrod. 

Although the joint program of 
identification will last another year, 
775 plant species have already been 
collected. The Nature Conservancy 
has assigned specially trained botanists 
toconductthe survey, Whena plant or 
animal is identified as being among 
the nauional or state list, protective 
steps are taken to care for the habitat to 


assure the population stability of the 
unique species. 

In order to protect those specics, no 
public notice is provided as to their 
locations. Hunt said that they are 
protected by visible barriers at the 
sites. The plants that have been 
identified as particularly protected 
include Whorled pagonia (orchid), 
Western dunewort (fern), Prairie 
moonwort (fern), Rough fescue 
(grass), Canada rice-grass and 
Clinton’s bulrush (grass). 


Also included are New England 
violet, Hill’s thistle, James monkey 
flower, Alleghany. or sloc plum, 
Secretive locustand Long leavedaster. 
The Massasauga rattlesnake was also 
identified and is on the protected list. 


Huntsaid, “Camp Grayling contains 
a wide variety of wildlife, plants and 
very unique habitat. The on-going 
natural resources inventory will allow 
us to develop a comprehensive land 
stewardship plan.”

The 27,000 acre area, officially 
knownas the NorthRange 40 Complex, 
is part of the Guards 147,000 acre 
Northern Michigan military training 
facility. I includes a 7,000 acre 
“impact area” used for artillery, 
mortar, and jet aircraft marksmanship 
training. Unlike most military 
facilities, all of the land (except the 
impact area) is open for public use. 
The Range 40 complex is surrounded 
on three sides by the AuSable River or 
its tributaries, 

“The report did help us identify a 
few problems,” said Major General 

E. Gordon Stump Director of the 
Department of Military Affairs and 
commander of the state's National 
Guard. “The worst of them is a burn 
pit inside the impact area where no 
one but our workers g0. We stopped 
using it some time ago, but it looks like 
some localized clean-up may be 
necessary.” 

Another area identified in the study 

was the “burn pans” used for the 
burning of excess propellant (a type of 
loose gunpowder) left over fromfiring 
artillery, “Teaching the soldiers how 
to dispose of the powder in the field is 
part of their training,” said Stump. 
“We'll continue to work with DNR on 
any localized clean-up and find ways 
to improve the cleanliness of the 
current process.” 

A third area identified in the study 
was metals bonded with the sediments 
on the bottom of water bodies in the 


by state and federal sources. This in 
itself will cause a significant risk and 
burden to the taxpayers of Crawford 
County.” The proposal went on to 
“strongly oppose” the restructuring 
plan. Other citizens who spoke agreed 
with Allen, The one exception came 
from the Michigan Farm Bureau, who 
qualified their approval with arequest 
of “adequate public input.” 

The great majority of testimony

appeared unlikely to migrate and was 
not found downstream outside the 
impact area, While the study 
concluded the substances may be 
associated withrange activities, iialso 
pointedout that these substances occur 
normally in nature. It recommended 
additional sampling be conducted to 
determine whether these deposits came 
from military activities or were a 
naturally occurring concentration. 
DMA officials pledged to seek 


additional funding to complete these 
studies. 

“I'm going to pay particular 
attention to the — study's 
recommendations onaclean-up of the 
problems it identified. I can also 
commit right now to seeking funding 
for the follow-on studies it 
recommends.” General Stump also 
promised cooperation with DNR on 
any localized remediation that may be 
required, 

Lieutenant Colonel Wayne Koppa, 
Camp Grayling’s Commander said, 


“We take even the small number of 
problems identified in the report very 
seriously. Our families live in this 
community and drink the water just 
like our civilian neighbors.” 

This is the second environmental 
study conducted at Range 40 looking 


for environmental damage. The first 


study was conducted by the U.S, Army 
Environmental HealthAgencyin 1987. 
It was a less detailed “screening 
survey” and was used to design the 
study released today. The 1987 study 
concluded that “The water and soil 


quality in the area of Firing Range 40 
did not appear to be impacted by 
training aclivities.” It recommended 
that excessartillery propellant powder 
be burned in the burn pans that were 
subsequently tested in the new study. 
Approximately $3 million has been 
spent on environmental studies of 
Camp Grayling in the past 5 years, »

Military hiding some problems, says AMAC 


Prior to the release of the National 
Guard statement, the Department of 
Military Affairs issued an executive 
summary of the study listing 13 
potentially toxic metals found in 
varying amounts on North Post 40 
(NP40). The summary stated, 
“Inorganic chemicals (mctals 
primarily) detected in soil and 
groundwater appear to indicate a 
complex mix of natural sources and 
man-induced sources dueto the present 
use of the NP40 complex. Metals 
detected above background levels in 
soil samples include; aluminum, 
cadmium, calcium, copper, iron, lead, 
manganese and silver. Water sample 
analyses detected levels of aluminum, 
arsenic, copper, total chromium, iron, 
lead, manganese, phosphorus, 
potassium, silver, vanadium, and zinc 
above background. These metals were 
detected in varying amounts in the 
water and soil and in some instances 


have a direct relationship (e.g. 
groundwater levels probably produced 
by leaching of soils) but commonly 
are not found associated, Potential 
sources of the metals relative to 
activities at the NP40 complex also 
are not clearly understood.” 


That summary was produced on 
January 15, 1993. On February 6, 
coinciding with the press release, a 
secondexecutive summary of the study 
was produced by DMA but despite the 
inclusion of specific recommendations 
for remediation by the contractor, it 
failed to list most of the metals found 
at NP40, This fact led some focal 
environmentalists to charge that the 
military was hiding the truc facts from 
the public,

Forgiveness is one of our greatest 
needs in families today. Our Lord 
taught us to pray: “And forgive us our 
sins; for we also forgive every one that 
is indebted to us.” (Luke 11:4), He 
stressed the urgency of forgiveness: 
“For if ye forgive men their trespasses, 
your heavenly Father willalso forgive 
you: But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses.”” (Mat. 6:14, 
15). He stressed consistency in 
forgiveness: “And if he trespass 
against thee seven times in a day, and 
seven times ina day turn again to thee, 
saying, T repent, thou shalt forgive 
him,” (Luke 17:4), Repentance and 
forgiveness are essential for harmony 
in family relationships. 

One classic example of family 
forgiveness is Joseph in Egypt. His 
brothers had sold him into slavery, 
(Gen. 37:28). Afterward, his master 
in Egypt placed him in prison unjustly 
duc to false accusations.

Finally, when his starving brothers 
came to Egypt for food, he forgave

(Gen, 50:17, 18). Joseph accepted the 
entire experience as God's will for the 
eventual good of his people.

Forbearing one another, and forgiving 
one another, if any man have a quarrel 
against any: even as Christ forgave 
you, so also [do] ye.”

Christ 
loved us, died for us, and forgave us as 
ungodly sinners. “For when we were 
yet without strength, indue time Christ 
died for the ungodly.” (Rom. 5:6). 
God set the example for our forgiveness 
of eachother within our families. May 
we ask Christ to replace our hatred 
with His love, our indifference with 
His compassion, our rudeness with 
His kindness, our pride with His

River House Shelter relics on 
volunteers, andi more are needed at 
this time, particularly to fill the on-call 
schedule. This important position 
involves carrying the remote control 
beeper, for a two-week period every 
eight to 12 weeks, depending on the 
number of people on the schedule. 

After a period of training, under the 
supervision of staff, an on-call 
volunteer is responsible for assisting 
in the transporting of clients to the 
shelter. No one goes into a dangerous 
Situation; clients are always picked up 
from a neutral meeting place. 

In addition, on-call volunteers assist 
the night and weekend staff, by helping 
to settle a client or family into the 
shelter once they arrive. Aiso 
medications, baby formula, bread and 
milk may be needed when a family 
arrives, The on-call person wiil 
purchase these and bring them to River 
House. 

Current volunteers assist the shelter 
in taking inventory and sorting the 
donations of food, clothing, and 
household items, and washing toys 
and clothing. Spring and fall cleaning 
of the shelter, maintenance, office 
work, and assisting with clients and

Doodles From The fall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover Park interpreter, Hartwick Pines State Park 


Old time logging and its characters 
holda peculiar fascination for me, and 
I have delved into the way it was done 
out east when we were still colonies, 
to the way it was done up to the middle 
of this century in the far west. The one 
style of logging that points up the skill, 
toughness, and adventurous spirit of 
those who used the axe and crosscut 
saw, was “hand logging.” 

Hand logging was confined to the 
steep pitches (slopes) along the Pacific 
Ocean, especially north of Vancouver 
Island. The hand logger would 


purchase alittle patch of timber on one 
of those steep pitches and with a 
rowboat, axe, saw, Gilchrist jack and 
supplies, would go there and work by 


himself, With no onc to help him, he 
would notch the tree, then bend a 
sapling and tic the other end of his saw 
to it. When he would pull the saw 
toward him, the sapling would pull it 
back. 

If he had planned right, the tree 
would fall and slide down the slope 
into the sea. Ifitdidn’t, he would have 
to cut saplings in front of the tree and 
use the jack to roll it, push it, or 
whatever, until it would finally crash 
down the slope. He usually only cut 
one or two trees a day using such 
methods. Toward evening he would 
take his rowboat to where the trees lay 
in the water at the base of the slope and 
with saw and axe, he would trim and 


cut the trunk into sixty-foot lengths. 
The logs were then laboriously towed 
with the rowboat to his boom to await 
a company tug which would come 
every once in awhile to take his logs to 
the mill. 

The hand logger’s overhead was 
small and most hoped they could save 
enough to set up a proper camp witha 
crew and oxen, They not only worked 
alone and lived like hermits, but if 
they injured themselves with their axe 
or an obstinate log, they might die 
before anyone got around to looking 
for them. Hand logging was done 
as carly as 1778 and there were still a 
few hand loggers on the coast in the 
1950s.
